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top of the motorcycle when you get 
into the chicane and turn one. You 
have to get on the brakes so hard at 
those two places it really wants to 
send you forward on the motorcycle. 

Sometimes temperature is a big 
factor. When it’s hot it’s a lot harder, 
especially for me since I’m a diabetic. 
I sweat quite a bit when it’s hot and 
that drains me pretty good. The fair- 
ings on the Formula One bikes hold 
the engine heat in, and it comes up 
on the rider. In my leathers I have 
special slits cut in the chest and in the 
back, which allows the air to flow 
through and helps me out quite a bit. 
As far as the temperature thing goes, 
everybody is different. Some people 
are affected a lot. Other people don’t 
havea problem. I think the effect that 
temperature has on you has a direct 
relationship with your physical exer- 
tion at the end. In other words, the 
people who are not affected by the 
temperature will be going faster to- 
ward the last half or last couple of 
laps than the people who do get 
affected by high temperatures. 

_ Now we can talk about two things 
that depend on your viewpoint. The 
first one is traffic, which at Daytona 
is a pretty big problem. There’s usu- 
ally as much as 30 seconds difference 
between first and last place qualify- 
ing position, and that means you see 
them about every five laps. Especially 
at high speeds, like when you get into 
the chicane or turn one, and you're 
running a real quick time, you come 
up on somebody who's a slower rider, 
and obviously it’s much easier to 
change a line when you're going 
slower. So that’s a big problem for 
somebody who’s trying to push it 
right to the edge every time, when 
you're committed to a line and some- 
body you're lapping just moves over, 
changes his line and gets in the way. 

But I don’t want to limit the riders, 
because the more people are out there, 
the better it looks for the spectators. I 
guess I'd like to see everybody going a 
little faster. Because slower riders are 
the most dangerous part of the track. 
There’s the human factor where you 
don’t know what they’re going to do. 
Whereas an oil spot, for instance, is 
always in the same place, and you 
know where it is, same with a bump 
or a slick spot. But a slower rider can 
change his direction, or brake a little 
bit earlier than you anticipated, or do 
a lot of different things. 

That's from my viewpoint, the 
viewpoint of a guy who has been on 
the front row for the 200 and who has 
a factory ride. I guess a lot of the 
privateers in the second wave might 
see it differently. 

Privateers come to Daytona with 
one big disadvantage right away. I 
think one of the most important 
things you cart do is get pre-race test- 
ing. In the amount of time the AMA 
has for practice it is very difficult to 
get in a lot of suspension and car- 
buretion tuning. If you have a day or 
two days ahead of regular practice, 
where you rent the track and have it 
to yourself, it’s a big advantage. Fac- 
tory teams all rent all the tracks the 
week before the races. You don't have 
to wait for a practice schedule, you 
can make an adjustment and goright 
outagain. It’s essential, very essential. 

It’s very difficult for the privateers 
to get to the track and have maybe 
three or four 15-minute sessions of 
practice and then expect to run a heat 
race or something. It's terrible. 

Having pre-race testing means I 
can get the suspension worked out 
and the carburetion worked out and 
most of the bugs worked out. Then 
when it comes to Friday and Saturday 
and even Sunday morning of Cycle 
Week, I can go out and go fast right 
away. I only have to concentrate on 
the race track, because my bike is very 
much dialed. Privateers have. to do 








both those things, dial in the bike 
and the racetrack, in the allotted 
time, which is usually not enough 
time. 

Working on your own bike is hard, 
too, because it distracts you from 
your job, which is concentrating on 
the racetrack and the race. I think 
that takes away from the efforts of the 
privateers who have to do that, like 
say Miles Baldwin and Harry Klinz- 
mann and people like that. 

Rob Muzzy and the Kawasaki crew 
are preparing my bike and Wayne 
Rainey’s for the 200. It’s a 1000cc 
four-stroke. The engine is basically 
the same as the one that Mr. Lawson 
ran for Kawasaki last year, an air- 
cooled 1025cc. But Kawasaki has built 
a special frame, it’s aluminum with 
Uni-Trak. We're using a 16-inch front 
wheel with mechanical anti-dive, and 
they've gotten the weight down pretty 
good. I’m looking forward to riding. 
I don’t know if my Kawasaki will be 





the fastest, but I definitely guarantee 
that it will be there at the end of the 
200th mile, after the 52nd lap. If we 
can do 2:06 laps consistently, we’re 
going to be right in there at the end. 
Yamaha has Roberts and Eddie 
Lawson, and anytime Kenny Roberts 
gets on a race track, he’s probably 
your best shot to win. He’s an excel- 
lent rider and can win at any time. 
Yamaha hasn’t finished a 200 yet 
with their square four, which is what 


Kenny and Eddie will be running, 


and no matter how much testing you 
do over the winter, racing is different 
than testing. They'll be fast, no doubt 
about that. Yamaha has always had 
fast motorcycles, and I think you'll 
see both of those gentlemen qualify- 
ing pretty close to the front row if not 
on the front row. We have to wait and 
see what happens. Kenny’s been at 
Daytona many times, and he’s been 
the fastest almost every time, yet he’s 
only won it once. 


Eddie is definitely a Class A rider 
and last year the Kawasaki guys told 
me there was no way the KR500 
would be up front, yet Eddie had it in 
the lead for 12 laps. You'll see him 
right up there in the front this time, 
too. 

I think Kenny will start out going 
as fast as ever. He’s always just gone 
out and gone as fast as he can. That’s 
Kenny's style. Kenny will be right up 
there in the front, immediately. 

As far as Eddie's strategy, I might 
step out of line here, but I think he’s 
going to be on my type of strategy. I 
think he’s going to run a consistent 
race. As far as being the leader, I don’t 
know how important that is. I don’t 
think that would be very important 
to him at the beginning of the race. I 
think he'll want to keep everybody in 
sight, and I wouldn’t mind running 
with Eddie for the whole 200 miles as 
long as I was ahead of him on the last 
lap. He’s a real good rider to-ride

Viscosity can be adjusted by 
blending to achieve the desired 
weight. Fluid quantity controls 
travel — decrease the quantity for 
more travel, increase to reduce 
bottoming. The weight of the fluid 
adjusts damping, the higher the 
weight, the greater the damping 
and the slower the forks will 
travel.” Steve Carter — Danny

with. He’s real consistent, and you 
know what he’s going to do. He 
doesn’t make any blatant moves that 
might effect you, put you in trouble. 

Freddie Spencer and Michael Bald- 
win ride the same way as Kenny 
Roberts, they ride really hard. I ride 
that way too if it’s a short race, say, 75 
miles. I think Daytona is the excep- 
tion, being 200 miles. But I think that 
Michael and Freddie on the Hondas 
will ride hard, right off the bat. Fred- 
die will be on a NS500, but maybe it 
will be bigger than that, like 650cc, 
and maybe the Yamahas of Kenny 
and Eddie will be bigger than 500, 
too. I know Suzuki made some 680s 
out of 500s and they had a lot of prob- 
lems because the lower ends just 
couldn’t take the horsepower from 
the extra displacement. I think it 
takes the longevity out of the motor- 
cycle if they put 650cc top ends on 
500cc-based lower ends, but with 
Yamaha and Honda the only way 





3. AIR FILTER 


“To prepare the air filter, pour 
foam filter oil on the element and 
saturate complete — then wring out 
completely. Line the contact edge 
of the filter with clean grease to 
ensure a perfect seal and prevent 
dirt from slipping around the 
edge.”

4. CHAIN 

| “Keep the chain adjusted, make 
sure the head of the master link is 
pointed in the direction of travel so 
that rocks can't knock it off, and 
lube the chain to protect it.

we'll ever know how big the bike 
really are is if they just come out 
and tell us or tear them down and 
how us. 

Michael, I guess, will be on an 
FWS V-4, and that motorcycle has all 
the capabilities needed to win. I think 
this year they will have their act 
together on the tire problem.

5. ENGINE 


“The Honda Factory has tested 
2-Cycle Oils and determined 

MC-1 + is the best — so I don’t 
choose brands, I follow their 
recommendation and just 
determine my own mixing ratios. 
Generally, I run 32-40:1 in 125's, 
40-50:1 in 250's and 50-701 in 
open bikes. Average riders should 
run at leaner ratios, more exper- 
ienced riders, richer. You can 
check your ratio by reading the 
plug. Since MC-1 + is clean 
burning, the plug should be light 
gray. Last and very importantly, be 
sure to mix the gas and oil thor- 
oughly.” Chris Haynes — mechanic 
for Darrel Shultz — 1982 500 
National MX Champion & 2 time 
De Nations Champion mechanic. 





“Before you reassemble the top 
end, lube the rings, piston skirt, 
cylinder, wrist pin and top end 
bearing with a thin coat of MC-1 +.

consistency plan. Richard Schlach- 
ter, for example. Richie is always 
going to be a front runner as long as 
he gets everything prepared well, he’s 
another of those consistent riders. He 
has to get his ride together first, and 
at this particular time it’s up in the 
air on what he’s going to do. 

John Bettencourt, if he has a 200 
ride. Johnny’s been to Daytona quite 
a few times, he knows the place. He’s 
coming off an accident, and I know 
what that can do to you. It has an 
effect on you for the first race and 
then after that you forget about it. So 
I think we'll just have to see how he 
does, or if he rides at all. He may only 
ride his Honda Superbike and not 
enter the 200. 

I heard that Thad Wolff is sup- 
posed to ride the works Suzuki I rode 
at Suzuka last year, and I think that 
Thad has the possibilities of doing 
good. It will be a new motorcycle for 
him, but Matsu Matsuzawa, who set 
up the deal through friends in Japan, 
has been working on those motorcy- 
cles for a long time. I think they’ll 
have the longevity, but it’s hard to 
say. Thad sometimes is up and some- 
times he’s down. He’s done very well 
at some race tracks and then the year 
before last he fell off in the first cou- 
ple of laps at Daytona. I’m up in the 
air about how Thad will do. 

Harry Klinzmann’s the same way. 

Sometimes Harry’s really together 
and sometimes he’s not. It depends a 
lot on what he rides. I hear he may 
ride his Racecrafters Kawasaki in the 
200 or maybe a TZ750 built by Carter 
Fisher, but Harry had trouble with 
the Yamaha in an AFM race at Wil- 
low Springs a couple of weeks ago. I 
think Harry can finish up high if 
everything works well for him. If 
Bruce Hammer was still riding, he’d 
be one position ahead of Harry, going 
by their races last year. 
- Dan Chivington needs to get a 
good ride. If Danny had a good ride, 
Danny could be really good. He just 
needs the opportunity to get on a 
good motorcycle, and I don’t even 
know if he has a bike at all for 
Daytona. 

There are a lot of other guys who 
could do well: Steve Baron, Norm 
Smyser, Doug Brauneck, Uri Berg- 
baum, Steve Gervais, Mark Homchick 
(If he’s riding for Paul Dahmen again. 
I think he could be really good if he 
could concentrate on racing. But he’s 
got his other job working for Cycle 
and I think that takes away from his 
racing effort.), and Rich Chambers. 
All on Yamaha TZ750s. Jimmy Filice, 
if he has his Yamaha TZ500 engine. 
Steve Wise on an FWS or even an 
air-cooled Honda. David Aldana 
could win it, and was racing Sin- 
gleton for the lead one year when his 
bike broke,:but I’m not sure David 
has a ride. Everybody in the top 20 
qualifiers at Daytona has a very good 
chance to win, because the race is so 
long. I’ve seen Geoff Perry throw a 
chain when leading two laps from 
the end. I’ve seen Nixon out in the 
lead and fall off, same with Lansa- 
vouri and McLaughlin one year. As 
long as you’rg in the hunt, as long as 
you’re doing 2:10s and below you’ve 
got a good chance of winning the 
race. 

The Superbike race is a different 
matter. It’s a sprint race even though 
it’s 100 miles long. There’s a new fac- 
tor this year in that the bikes are 
limited to 750cc with less frame mod- 
ification allowed. My Kawasaki is 
only.26 pounds lighter than the 1025cc 
Superbikes we rode last year, but it 
feels a lot lighter. It’s much easier for 
me to maneuver and I’m sure that all 
the factory riders will find that same 
thing true. I think that the people 
who are coming into Superbikes from 
250s will have a little easier time 


making the transition than if they. 
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had gone to a 1025cc Superbike be- 
cause the 750s don’t have the horse- 
power and torque that the 1025cc 
motors have. Like a 250cc, you have 
to ride a 750cc Superbike through the 
turns much harder, to keep your 
momentum up. You used to kind of 
point the 1025cc Superbikes, turn the 
throttle on, get to the braking point, 
brake real hard, turn it through the 
turn and then accelerate it out. The 
750s you have to get in there and 
brake hard and then ride it real hard 
through the turns. It will be easier to 
ride through the turn, being lighter, 
but you have to keep your momen- 
tum up. 

This year is a transition year for 
Kawasaki. They’re going to have a 
little bit different motor in 1984. 
These 750s are basically a smaller 
version of the 1000cc, being two valves 
per cylinder, but they have plain 
bearing crankshafts. Honda has run 
plain bearing motorcycles for three 
years but for Kawasaki and Rob Muzzy 
it’s a little bit different type of tech- 
nology this year. When the green flag 
drops we'll see if our Kawasakis are 
fast enough. 


Riding with me for Kawasaki is 
Wayne Rainey, and I think the guy 
can really be a good motorcycle racer. 
He could be champion very easily, 
but just needs a little more expe- 
rience; ride another year and get it all 
together. I’ve been racing since 1970 
so I have a little experience on him, 
and that experience helps when it 
comes to telling exactly what's going 
on with the motorcycle. Last year 
Wayne spent a lot of time with Keith 
Code and I know Mr. Lawson helped 
him out. This year I think Wayne 
will be going really well. He’s defi- 
nitely matured as a rider. 





Honda has their double threat, 
Freddie Spencer and Michael Bald- 
win. Freddie is the boy wonder. He's 
definitely got his act together.) He 
grew up racing and that’s what he 
loves to do. He goes very well at Dayz: 
tona. In fact, Fred goes very well 
every place. I’ve raced with Fred before 
and I think that given the same 
equipment and same set of circum+ 
stances I can run with him again and 
beat him. But I'd be lying f I didn’t 
say that Fred has a real good chance 
of winning. 

Same with Michael. When I've run 
with Michael, I’ve found that if you 
can hang with him, then the race gets 
real interesting. Sometimes Michael 
just gets up and splits if he’s right on. 
At Daytona I don’t think he’s going 
to do that. I think you’re going to'see 
a repeat of something like in 198T, 
three or four guys up front, going for 
it. Last year Honda put a lot of effort 
into Daytona and walked away with 
it. This year I hope me and the green 
machine are up there with them, ‘in 
front. 

Steve Wise has really impressed me 
coming from the motocross stuff: 
When I raced with him a couple ‘of 
times early in the season he still had 
the motocross type of thinking in/his 
mind. By the end of the year = 
Pocono, Kent, West Palm Beach —he 
had gone a little more into road rac: 
ing. It’s not as physical, it’s more 
mental and you have to have your 
finesse down a little bit. I think he 
just needs a couple more times on the 
motorcycle. He was definitely given'a 
very good opportunity with Honda}, 
to get on some really good equip- 
ment right off the bat. What it comes 
down to is you still have to pay your 
dues, get your experience.

I hope that with as many riders as 
they have their efforts will kind of be 
dispersed, but I don’t know how 
much that will happen. They have a 
very good choice of riders. They have 
Mr: Aldana, who is a veteran, who’s 
been doing it quite a few years. He’s 
ridden lots of races and there’s no 
doubt that he can be very advantage- 
ous. to them in the technical depart- 
ment, developing motorcycles. 

Roberto Pietri has ridden Hondas 
for years and he doesn’t do too bad 
himself. I think he'll be a big threat. 
Fred Merkel and Sam McDonald are 
250cc riders coming up to the 750cc 
Superbikes and I think they’ll be real 
good. They’re brand new in the field, 
and they’ll be hungry, which helps 
out tremendously all the time. If 
you're hungry, you ride good. 


Johnny Bettencourt won a Lou- 
don National on a 750cc Suzuki 
punched out to 944cc, and he'll be 
right there. 

It’s too bad Harry Klinzmann didn’t 
getaride with Honda’s support team. 
He had some really excellent perfor- 
mances last year and especially at 
Sears Point he rode the wheels off his 
motorcycle. I don’t know the reasons 
but it’s unfortunate that he doesn’t. 
It’s surprising, too, because Harry 
said last year that he had been prom- 
ised one of the bikes. 


And to me, Thad Wolff would 
have been a very good choice for the 
Honda support team. Whatever rea- 
sons they have for not picking him,

or for whatever reasons they didn’t 
talk to Thad, I think they made a 
mistake. I think he was top privateer 
in 1982 Superbike points, too. I know 
that Thad and some other guys were 
caught hanging over the fence at 
Daytona last fall during a Honda 
test, and one of the riders saw them. If 
that’s the reason, that’s the old prob- 
lem, politics. 


I think that some of the twin- 
cylinder bikes, which the rules say 
can still be 1000cc, like Jimmy Ada- 
mo’s Ducati, are going to be very, 
very quick. At Daytona, however, I 
think that the multi-cylinder motor- 
cycles are going to bea little bit faster. 
Jimmy will have to ride extremely 
hard in all the turns to make up the 
difference in straightaway speed. I 
wouldn't count him out, but I 
wouldn't put him in the top three. I 
think Reno Leoni can probably make 
the thing go quick, but I don’t think 
quick enough for Daytona. I think 
that later on in the year, on some of 
the race tracks, he’ll be a real good 
competitor, especially someplace like 
Loudon. 


Now I guess is the time to make my 
predictions on who’s going to win 
the 200 and the Superbike races at 
Daytona this year: 

Me. : 

I don’t ride but to win. Otherwise I 
wouldn't be doing it. Mr. Lawson's 
famous words put it very well. Win- 
ning is everything and finishing 
second is like kissing your sister. It 
don’t count.

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Impressions: 14983 Honda CB650SC Nighthawk 


Fastest Hawk on the block 


By Dale Brown 


Our first ride on Honda’s new 650 Nighthawk 
raised an interesting question. Could Honda 
have committed an error normally reserved 
for those of us in the print media business, 


releasing a motorcycle to these 
shores with a typographical 
error across both sides? Each 
side panel bears a “Nighthawk 
650” emblem, but our seat-of-the- 
. pants performance meter reads 750cc 
power output. However, all Honda’s 
promotional and statistical material 
indicates a displacement of 655cc, so 
we'll have to take their word for it: 
The Nighthawk is, performance 
aside, an interesting blend of custom 
and sport styling. The gas tank:defi- 
nitely has a “custom” sweep toit, the 
16-inch rear rim sports a massive 
Dunlop tire, and the front wheel is a 
19-incher. Even the 4-into-2 exhaust 
is of the short, fat megaphone variety. 
All features we've been seeing on the 
custom-styled machines for the past 
several years. Yet the riding position 
is more sports-oriented. All in all, it’s 
a performance vehicle. 


Go department 

The four-cylinder engine is a 16- 
valver with double overhead cam- 
shafts. For a 650cc engine, it’s both 
narrow and short. The lack of width 
comes from mounting the alternator 
behind the cylinder and transmitting 
power directly from a gear on the 
crankshaft to the clutch/mainshaft 


20 pairing, moving the traditional 





primary gearing from the end of the 
crank inboard. The overall engine 
compactness improves cornering 
clearance and allows Honda to use a 
longer swingarm with the shaft drive 
to minimize torque reaction without 
greatly extending the wheelbase. 

The 650SC is one of the new Hon- 
das with hydraulic valve adjustment 
to eliminate valve lash adjustments. 
Hydraulic valve lifters have been in 
use in automobiles for some time, but 
the technology can’t be applied to 
high-revving motorcycle engines be- 
cause the oil frothes. Honda’s system 
has no moving parts, other than a 
small metal ball separating two oil- 
filled chambers. At maximum cam 
lift, the ball closes between the two 
chambers, and the high pressure 
behind it (aided by a spring) pushes 
against the rocker arm to maintain 
valve clearance. Honda claims that 
it’s maintenance-free, and oil changes 
are normal, every 4000 miles. 


‘The bottom line on the power- 
plant is that it’s very healthy for a 
650. You can lug it along at under 
3000 rpm, but it’s happier from 4000 
rpm until it approaches its 10,500 
rpm redline. The engine doesn’t 
“come on the pipe” like some 550s 
we're familiar with, but just keeps 
building power in a steady surge. 





Starting is easy with the aid of the 
handlebar-mounted choke lever. The 
bike always fired up right away, but 
the rider had to wait a while before 
the motor was warm enough to oper- 
ate safely. Four 29mm constant- 
velocity Keihins handle the fuel/air 
mixing, and they seemed to doa good 
job. 

Power is transmitted via straight- 
cut gears and a shaft drive. Honda 
claims its transmission isa five-speed 
with overdrive, but riders with expe- 
rience on other six-speed street bikes 
won’t notice that big of a difference 
between a sixth gear and an “‘over- 
drive.” In the ‘shifting department, 
the Nighthawk rates as high a mark 
as we've given to the marque. It was 
quick, short of throw and positively 
easy. The hydraulically-actuated 
clutch also got good marks for ease of 
use. 

Honda seems to have set low main- 
tenance as a high design priority. 
Shaft drive is low in the upkeep 
effort, as is the valve adjustment set- 
up. The cam chain is adjusted auto- 
matically, and even the alternator 
(which has its own fan) finds the 
inner core spinning, leaving the 
winding static and eliminating 
brushes. 


The road department 

Wrapping the engine is a double 
downtube tubular steel frame. In 
front, beefy 39mm fork staunchions 
wrapped by long, leading-axle slid- 
ers dominate the view. In our expe- 
rience the front suspension was nice 
and plush for straight-line riding, 
but needed to be stiffened up consid- 
erably for serious twisties. They're 
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air-adjustable, so allyou have to dois 
get an air gauge and go to your 
neighborhood gas station. Lack of 
time and a “minor’’meteorological 
matter prevented us from doing too 
much experimenting. 

Double discs at the forward end 
feature the double-piston caliper that 
Honda's had for a couple of years and 
we've loved for about the same amount 
of time. 

Honda has: their own brand. of 
anti-dive system, called Torque Re- 
active Anti-dive Control, or TRAC. 
Under the force of braking, the caliper 
tries to move with the rotor. As it does 
so fractionally, it trips a lever and the 
compression damping is stiffened. 
Honda says their system gives more 
precise feel from braking then do 
other hydraulically-actuated systems. 
In our impression, we didn’t notice 
that much difference. The TRAC sys- 
tem is four-way adjustable by using a 
screwdriver to adjust a slot in the 
slider leg. 

The rear shocks feature both spring 
preload and rebound damping adjust- 
ment. As delivered, the pre-load wasa 
bit stiff to allow the shocks to absorb 
quick, sharp jolts, but the bike was 
pleasant to ride over most other 
encounters. We played with a variety 
of damping settings. There wasia 
noticable difference in rear wheel 
control between the one and four set- 
tings. We used different settings for 
canyons and freeway. 

The rear brake is a drum, and we 
could easily lock it up and make the 
rear wheel skip a beat or three during 
panic stops. During normal usage it 
seemed OK, but then we were using 
the front brake as our primary stopper. 

Front and rear tires are tubeless 
Dunlops mounted on cast alloy 
wheels. No big impressions one ‘way 
or the other on the tires. 

Odds ‘n’ ends 

One of our biggest complaints sur- 
facing about the 650 was the way the 
controls were laid out. Taller riders 
found their knees in the air, and even 
shorter pilots mentioned something 
to that affect, although the shorter 
ones had. no trouble reaching the 
ground. Compared to other custom- 
styled bikes, though, the ergonomics 
are not too bad. 

Handlebars also drew a mixed re- 
action, with some saying they should 
be pulled back further. Hand con- 














trols were all easy to reach and use. 
Surprise of surprises was that the 
black rubber in the grips didn’t leave 
us with the tell-tale smudges of past 
Hondas. 

Overall, everything on the bike 
seemed well-fitted and well finished. 
It is a nice looking bike. Our staffers 
generally prefer bikes of the sporting 
mold, but all commented that if they 
were to consider a custom-styled 
mount, they would choose the Nigh- 
thawk 650. After all, the Nighthawk 
has a liveable seating position and a 
sensible handlebar. The Nighthawk 
drew its fair share of attention and 
then some. During a photo session 
near a local bank, four customers 
commented favorable on the looks. 

Frankly, we liked the Nighthawk. 
Our ‘strongest feelings were for the 
marvelous engine, so compact and 
yet such a driving force. The Night- 


hawk, while no canyon cat, is quite: 


nimble. During hard riding we had to 
increase the rear shock damping to 
the maximum setting to prevent

wobbles. With the damping on num- 
ber four, we cold get the Nighthawk 
to corner briskly, but nobody felt 
really comfortable pushing it. The 
front fork could be firmed up, and 
that would help, but, even dialed in 
to the max, the ‘Hawk will not put 
fear in the hearts of sporting 550 
owners. 

Back in traffic with the rear shock 
damping turned down, the Night- 
hawk is at home. The seating posi- 
tion does situate the rider in a way 
that allows all controls to fall readily 
to hand and foot, leading to a safe 
feeling in rush hour traffic. Used as a 
commuter, at least if the trek is not 
overly long, we would rate the ‘Hawk 
well. With a handlebar fairing, such 
as one of the transparent plastic units, 
the Nighthawk could handle a fairly 
long jaunt without a problem. The 
engine was smooth enough to give 
clear images in the mirrors at 75 
mph, so it has possibilities as a long 
distance cruiser for the short of leg. 
All in all, it’s a nice bike. °

Racing’s theatre of the absurd

LE TOUQUET, FRANCE, FEB. 20 


Cheered on by an itinerant crowd of over 
200,000 spectators, defending champion Kees 
Van der Ven led a KTM sweep of the top four 
places of the Enduro du Touquet. Finishing 


behind the 495 KTM of the 25- 
year-old Dutchman in the three- 
hour race among the dunes 
and beach of Le Touquet on 


the Cote d’Opale (the upper French 
coast) was 20-year-old Frenchman 


Gilles Lalay on a 240 KTM, American 
John Finkeldey on a 495 KTM and 
Frenchman Gilles Francru, also ona 
big-bore KTM. The first Japanese 
bike was the Sonauto-Gauloises IT 495 
Yamaha of Sweden’s Hakan Carlqvist, 
who finished a lap down in fifth. 


Finkeldey felt his result would have 
been better except for a misfortune on 
the first lap. “I got away in about 
15th place, then after we came off the 
beach I got splashed by a guy in the 
only puddle on the course and I 
fouled a plug. I had to stop, get the 
plug wrench out, and clean it before I 
could get going again. It cost me 
about ten minutes,” the Connecticut 
resident said. “I think I could have 
won it.” 

Arguably, the Le Touquet enduro 
is the biggest sporting event of the 
year in France. Certainly, ina World 
Cup of Soccer year such as this past 
one, the entire spectrum of sports suf- 


fered under the attention given to the 





French squad’s efforts in Spain. But 
as far as attendance of both competi- 
tors and crowd goes, this is it. Take 
these numbers: 1,110 riders pre- 
entered, 800 gendarmes at a cost of 
$107,000, 250 French soldiers, 150 
civil commissioners, over 200,000 spec- 
tators, and another several thousand 
to clean up after the party’s over. All 
this in an exclusive resort town whose 
residents number only 6,000. To get a 
rough idea of the size of this happen- 
ing, take all of the people at Daytona, 
triple them, then send them to Long 
Island for the day. Voila, Le Touquet! 

Just before noon, the 1,100 plus 
bikes and riders lined up along the 
beach three deep. Race organizer

Thierry Sabine walked in the middle 
of them brandishing the tri-colors of 
the French flag. Then, just before 
noon, with one wave of the standard, 
the riders headed up the over four-mile 
long beach straightaway, leaving 
many stranded in their wake. 

For those willing to brave the near- 
freezing weather, helped in part by a 
strong breeze off the ocean, there was 
a procession of the Team Yamaha 
bikes leading at the end of the front 
straight. As they. made their tortuous 
way back up the beach through the 
dunes it was Carlqvist leading with 
Frenchman Jean-Paul Mingels 
second, Rudy Potisek third, then Van 
der Ven, Ruitenbeck, and former 500cc 
MX World Champion Andre Mal- 
herbe on a CR-480 Honda. 

A lap on the almost-ten-mile course 
takes about 18 minutes and in the 
three-hour contest the winner will do 
about ten laps, pitting every three for 
gas and light maintenance to both

his bike and body. Quick-fill gas cans 
are the rule, but most of the privateers 
were jug and funnelers and. were at 
least as amusing to watch as the race 
itself. Strategy is as much a part of 
this race as any endurance event. 

Said Malherbe, “The great thing 
was that I had gone two laps after the 
two hour mark and found myself in 
third. I only worried about my refil- 
ling because I knew that in front of 
me, both Carlqvist and Van der Ven 
had to take on gas once more. For 
good reason, from my first experience 
here I thought I could be proud, but 
then fifth gear seized with not more 
than half an hour to go.” 

If you weren't worrying about your 
machines, or your pit stops, or your 
arms pumping up, or the cold (with 
wind chill factor it was in the low 
teens) you had to worry about the 
backmarkers. Consider this: With over 
a thousand entries, and only four rid- 
ers finishing on the same lap, there 
were plenty of backmarkers. 


“By the end of the second. lap the 


games will be done,” Van der Ven 
predicted before the race, and his 
prophesy held true. He hit the back- 
markers on his second lap. 

“T got knocked down a lot, but I 
also ran over two guys,” Finkeldey 
said. “I didn’t even get tired or sweat. 
I was over here in September for the 
24 hour race at Bretagne where we did 
pretty well. I like these kind of long 
races.”

Finkeldey was well received by both 
the fans and the press. These days, 
just about any American sportsman 
that comes to Europe is branded a 
“cowboy” and Finkeldey was no 
exception. However, the press did 
have a hard time with his name and 
among the spellings were ‘‘Fingh- 
eledy” and “Kinkeldey.’’ As the say- 
ing goes, “As long as they get it right 
on the paycheck,” and Le Touquet 
offers some of the biggest prizes in 
racing. 

The race is sponsored by the French 
newspaper “La Voix du Nord” (the 
Voice of the North), “Europe 1” 
radio, and the Credit Mutuel bank. 
For Van der Ven the win was a mixed 
blessing. Besides the Credit Mutuel 
Trophy he earned a ride, fully spon- 
sored by “Europe 1” and “La Voix du 
Nord,” in next year’s Paris-Dakar 
race; probably the only race in the 
world with more sand than this one. 

“In the ruts and grooves of the sand 
the spectacle of all the hundreds of 
machines getting stuck is almost 
haunting,” Malherbe explained. 

Starting at the far end of the beach 
you accelerate up through the gear 
box until you’re at top speed. Then 
come the whoops. Spaced about 40 
yards apart they were the enduro ver- 
sion of the “Theatre of the Absurd.” 
It was as if a demonstration on how 
to do a proper endo or “Flying W”’ 
was being conducted. The jumps 
were only about three feet high, but

catapulted the riders straight up in 
the air. How they chose to come 
down provided the most entertain- 
ment. Among the hotshoes there was 
no consensus. Finkeldey, along with 
most of the Yamaha team, bypassed 
them by slicing a path between the 
whoop and the snowfence holding 
the crowd back. Malherbe and Van 
der Ven took the high and dangerous 
route. You never knew what you’d 
land on and there were track workers 
and gendarmes on top of the whoops 
directing traffic. 

After a while, the experience is 
almost numbing. Although the rid- 
ers’ numbers are prominently dis- 


played in at least five paces on the, 


bike rider, you had to be near the start 
to know who was coming up. On the 
beach, at speeds well over 70 mph, 
you got only aglimpse of your chosen 
rider. With the wide open straights 
making up such a large portion of 
the course, the fact that a 240cc bike 
could finish second is no minor 
achievement. 

Gilles Lalay, who led after the one- 
hour mark when Carla and Van der 
Ven passed him, is a well-known 
enduro competitor in France, hav- 
ing won the “Green Cross” race last 
year. 

The machinery is the most varied 
in the world. Everything from a 125 
Ancilloti toa sidecar rig powered by a 
Suzuki 1100, plus three-wheelers rid- 


den by, among others, Belgium’s 250cc :

road race GP competitor Didier de 
Radrigues, were seen, and some were 
obscene. The toll they take on the 
coastal area is tremendous and it 
almost caused this year’r race to be 
called off. In fact, this year was to bea 
test for the amount of environmental 
damage done, so the fans were told to 
be on their best behavior. What could 
you tell the riders? 

Attrition was the language they 
were listening to. Although the exact 
figures weren't available at press time, 
it seemed that less than half of the 
entrants made the end of the race. It 
looked like at least a tenth of them 
never got to the first corner and 
another bunch never saw the one-lap 
mark. It would seem discouraging, 
but, more than anything else, Le 
Touquet is fun. Fun for the organizers, 
fun for the crowd, fun for the vendors 
selling merguez sandwiches and 
Kronenburg beer (well chilled), fun 
for the army, fun for the residents, 
and even a certain amount of fun for 
the gendarmes who did a much better 
job of policing the race than last year 
when one spectator was struck by a 
rider and killed. No matter who you 
are, you're exhausted when you leave 
there. But you’ll be back. Even after 
being heartbroken at losing a chance 
at the victory with such little time 
left, Honda’s threat, Malherbe, still 
had only good things to say. “It was 
an absolutely fantastic experience.” 
Indeed it was. e

World Championship Observed Trials Series: Round 2 


Lejeune scores hometown win 


in Belgium

BILSTAIN, BELGIUM, FEB. 27 


Belgian World Champion Eddy Lejeune 
piloted his 360cc Honda four-stroke to a 
convincing and popular win in the second 
°83 World Championship round, held just 


two miles from his home. 
Lejeune led all three laps of the 
18-trap, 7.5 mile course and 
after the second lap there was no 
doubt who the victor would be. The 
fight was for second and it was won 
by Montesa-riding Spaniard Tony 
Gorgot who, along with a second last 
week in the opening round in Spain, 
moved into a one point lead in the 
standings over Lejeune and the fourth 
place finisher, SWM’s Bernie 
Schreiber, 24 to 23. Third at Bilstain 
went to Frenchman Gilles Burgat on 
a Fantic. 

Steady rain the day before the meet 
left the domain muddier than normal 
and raceday weather was typically 
Belgian—grey and wet with tempera- 
tures in the low 50’s. 

If anyone was used to the condi- 
tions, it was the 22-year-old Cham- 
pion. He lives near, and practices in, 
the park where the course was laid 
out. 


“This year I haven't really gotten a 
chance to practice that much. We had 
to go to Japan for testing and do 
some other things to get ready so I 
haven't ridden a lot,” Lejeune said. 

Others weren't convinced. “His 
result is normal,” third place finisher 
Burgat said. “He lives right next to 
the domain. When the World Cham- 
pionships come to my hometown of 
Albertville, France, the difference will 
be in my favor. I think the Lejeune 
family has been very honest in not 
having tried the non-stops, but Eddy 
is used to this sort of terrain—particu- 
larly mud—and in the course of a World 
Championship it can only help!” 

Lejeune started hot by cleaning the 
first four traps, but picked up his first 
points in the boulder-strewn fifth 
section. 


“That was one of the hardest sec- 
tions,” Schreiber said. ““T woof them, 
13 and 18, were impossible. No one 
got through them; everyone took fives. 


Thirteen was on the side of a hill and 
was all mud.” 

Gorgot agreed. “Impossible. Fives 
every time for everybody. My third 
lap was my best. I don’t know why. It 
was muddier, but I wasn’t tired.” 

Greeted by a wild chorus of cheers, 
19-year-old Yorkshireman John Lamp- 
kin, Martin’s nephew, was the first to 
negotiate the rocky fifth trap without 
setting a foot down. He was less than 
exuberant about the conditions. 


“We won't see mud like this all 
year, not even in England. The 
weather's bad there, but not like 
this.” 

After the first lap, Lejeune was low 
man with 34 marks to Gorgot’s 37, 
Schreiber’s 38, and Burgat’s 43. With 
the knowledge gained from the first 
loop, Lejeune attacked the course a 
second time and finished with the 
day's low round of only 25 points 
dropped. 


“They told us at the beginning 
there were three non-stops that were 
impossible to pass. In those three 
zones, over three laps, I picked up 43 
points, half of my total,” Lejeune 
said. “On the second lap, I went very 
fast and was ahead of everyone. I 
think my Honda worked better than 
some of the others because it was 
lighter.” 

For whatever reason, it worked and 





the field was left to haggle over the 
runner-up spot. Gorgot would take 
control of it after the second lap and 
not relinquish it. 

“Second is not so bad and I'm first 
in the standings now. It’s luck. I’ma 
very irregular rider and will try to 
ride like this and maintain my posi- 
tion. In eight days, in England, I 
could as easily finish second as 15th. 
It’s not important to me where I win, 
as long as I stay in front,” the Span- 
iard said. 

SWM rider Schreiber, winner of 
the opening round in Barcelona the 
previous week, went from third to 
fifth after the second round, drop- 
ping nine points in the process. 

“The course got muddier and more 
torn up as the day went on,” the 
former World Champion said. “There 
were 100 riders out there, but without 
them you don’t have a trials.” 

The weather was miserable at best, 
but it didn’t deter the enthusiastic 
and partisan crowd from traipsing 
over hill and dale to follow the 
exploits of their countrymen. Spread 
out over the 7.5 miles of the park, 
which charges only $4 for unlimited 
riding during the week, the course 
was a natural theater for the crowd. 
In the non-stop section, number.17, 
the riders were asked to negotiate.a 
four-foot high, mud-covered rock cliff 
after coming out of a creek, then 
make a hard right to another pit full 
of rocks before the fun ended. One 
rider after another ran up against the 
wall, spun their tire on the edge, and 
fell backwards into the haybales. On 
the first lap, the riders have time to 
get off and walk the sections, plan- 
ning their strategy. The bespectacled 
Lejeune came into the arena and, 
with a few hand gestures, pointed out 
to himself and the crowd where he'd 
be going. When his number came up 
he easily cleaned the prelude to the 
cliff and then, with almost deceptive 
ease, put the front wheel up, smashed 
the skidplate against the ledge, 
hopped up and over the top. Although 
the section wasn’t quite over, it was, 
and the people that slogged through 
the mud, waiting hours in the pro- 
cess, were more than appreciative. 

“If it wasn’t so muddy, that rock 
wouldn't have been so hard to climb,” 
said Schreiber. 

The total time for the 54 observed 
sections of the course was seven hours 
and twelve minutes. Racing between 
the traps, the riders made up for the 
bottlenecks and time lost in the 
checks. Lejeune’s strategy was to try 
to stay ahead of the other top riders so 
they wouldn't see his lines. It worked 
for awhile, but on the third lap, 
Schreiber and then the rest caught 
up. By then it was too late. He fin- 
ished the trials in under seven hours. 

“The first lap was very difficult 
and the second was the fastest,” 
Lejeune said. “Winning here is 
important, but I would rather win 
the American round because there are 
so many more people there and it 
would be good for Honda.” 

Schreiber made up some ground 
on fourth place man Thierry Michaud 
and, from two points behind, went 
eight points up at the finish to sew up 
fourth. Gorgot had his third lap turn 
out to be his best which secured 
second and Burgat went 43-40-37, 
improving each tour for his third 
place finish. e

THE LEGENDARY 
MOTORCYCLES OF 
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A look at the Camel _ 
Pro Series by 
Ricky Graham

Ricky Graham has the Camel Pro Series/ AMA Grand 
National Championship firmly in his grasp. Tuner Tex 
Peel’s machinery wears the coveted Number One plate. 
Like the famous potato chip commercial, one taste leaves 
you hungry for more. 
Peel is the thinker. He knows what he wants. “You have to 
have an organization to win the National Championship. 
The title isn’t won by one person, or two, or three. It's won by 
a team and the guy who’s the best organizer. I’m not saying you 
can do it without a racer though. You've got to have a rider 
who'll give 120 percent. That’s Ricky. Now all I’ve got to do is 
get the organization together.” 
“If we can run as well as we did last year, with the consistency 
we had then we could be celebrating come the end of the season,” 
added Graham. 
How does Graham, with an occasional comment from Peel, see the 
remaining 24 dirt track Nationals? Read on. : 
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Ascott TT 

Ascot is a track where physical prepa- 
ration is a major point because the 
National is one of the toughest events, 
physically, we race. You have to begin 
thinking about the race a couple of 
weeks before and concentrate on riding 
to build up strength and stamina. The 
Harley-Davidson XR750 works good 
and we've always done good there. I’m 
not saying I would have won last year, 
but we got second and every time I 
would land off the jump the motor 
would cut out. Tex sets up the bike 
about the same for Ascot and the Santa 
Fe TT which means an engine with a 
bit more power than Houston. 
Sacramento Mile 

The track at Sacramento is a lot like 
tracks on our eastern swing. It devel- 
ops a skinny groove so drafting plays a 
major part since you can’t pass in the 
corners. It can be a spooky track because 
there is always the chance of running 
too fast into a corner and sliding off the 
groove. You do that and it can be all 
over. It’s a night race and I like that. I 
like the lights, the colors and the 
energy that a nighttime mile seems to 
always have. It’s also a time to have my 
relatives and friends come to the races. 
You always want to do good when 
your special fans are there. 

The start isn’t all that important 
although you don’t want to be left sit- 
ting on the line. The motorcycle obvi- 
ously needs to be fast and needs to 
handle good so you don’t skid the front 
wheel in the corners. Traction on both 
ends is important and that means the 
chassis must be set up just right. You 
can’t go mile racing anymore unless 
you've got a good mount. 

San Jose Short Track 

It’s anew event this year, but I raced on 
the track when I was a rookie and won 
there. The big thing for us on all short 
tracks is squeezing all the horsepower 
we can out of the Harley-Davidson 250 
motor. Ronnie Alexander did a lot of 
work on the engine over the winter and 
I think we’re on the right track. 

San Jose Mile 

The biggest problem we face at San 
Jose is selection of the right tire com- 
pound and air pressure combination 
for the way the track sets up. We 
haven't figured that out yet for the 
Nationals we've run there. We seem to 
be able to get a top qualifying time, 
win a heat race and we then adjust for 
how we feel the track is going to change 
—whether it will be hard or easy on the 
tires. We've guessed wrong both in 
1980 and last season. What happens is 
that the trees shade turns one and two 
so the track remains tacky and traction 
is good. However, the sun shines on 
turns three and four and dries the track 
out, making it slippery so you wear 
out your tires. You’ve got to find the 
right compromise. 

Ascot Half Mile 

Ascot is unpredictable anymore because 
it has been raced on for so long that it’s 
no longer a cushion everytime like it 
used to be. Now, sometimes it will stay 
acushion and sometimes it will groove 
right up. I’m looking forward to going 
back because last year at the end of the 
season there was so much riding on the 
event that I had to ride it carefully. 
This time I can race flat out like I 
normally would and have fun doing it. 
I like Ascot. 

“I change the bike a bit to suit Ascot,” 
says Peel. “We normally use a Pirelli 
on the front so you can run off in the 
cushion deep and hard and the front 
end won't push. On the rear it’s an old 
style Carlisle or something big and fat— 
either Carlisle or Goodyear—and cut it 
up like a knobby. Getting the right tire 
combination at Ascot anymore ts like 
rolling dice. Choices used to straight- 
forward, not anymore.” 

Ascot is a track where the rider has to 
work all the time. If there’s a cushion, 
you can make it work for you, but you 
have to be ready to do the work to make

Springfield Mile 

Tex really likes Springfield, but he’s a 
bit prejudiced because he’s run his 
bikes there twice and won. I don’t 
really agree with Tex, but he thinks if 
they put enough water on the track 
and make it tacky enough then I can 
break the record I set last year when I 
averaged 100 mph (101.860) for 25 laps 
to win. There would have to be excep- 
tional circumstances to have the track 
like it was last year where it was rock 
hard and tacky. The racing should be 
good because Springfield has good dirt 
and that means a good track that won’t 
break up. The corners are really wide 
and I like that. 

Louisville Half Mile 

I wouldn’t feel bad if we didn’t go to 
Louisville. The track develops a bad 
groove and you can’t really race on it. 
It’s not fun. I know racing isn’t really 
supposed to be fun, but the bottom 
line is you just can’t race—in the true 
sense of the word—on that track. The 
only way to havea race there would be 
to take the top 15 riders in the point 
standings on that day and put them on 
the track before anyone has set a wheel 
on it. Then run the National, because 
after the bikes have been on the track 
for 20 or 30 minutes of practice it’s 
done. 

Harrington Half Mile 

‘The track isn't really bad because it 
has long straights and tight corners 
unlike Louisville, which is much 
more of an oval. With the tight cor- 
ners, when you throw the bike into 
the turn you have riders drifting and 
you have to work the bike quite a bit. 
Harrington develops a groove, but 
there’s more room for racing and you 
don’t have to have a follow the leader 
type of race. 

Santa Fe TT 

A lot of people think the 500cc riders 
have an edge on the TTs because of 
being.on lightweight bikes. with.more 





maneuverability. I believe they do have 
a bit of an edge, but it can be overcome. 
The rider has to be in shape, concen- 
trate on the race at hand, ride the right 
lines, not get over-anxious and stay 
smooth. You can pull the smaller 
bikes off the corners with a Harley. 
They might catch you in the middle of 
acorner, but they aren’t going to move 
you out so all they can do is go around. 
I’ve ridden both type bikes on the TT 
track at Santa Fe and I like riding the 
Harley better. 

Knoxville Half Mile 

I don’t believe the track is really safe 
and it doesn't have enough lights for a 
night race. 

Indianapolis Mile 

Indy is a good racetrack — unless Jay 
(Springsteen) takes off and leaves like 
he did in last year’s fair time event. I 
like any of the tracks where you see 
good racing because the fans like itand 
the riders do too. A number of Nation- 
als at Indy have come down to a last 
lap confrontation for the win. If I’m 
leading and there are just one, two or 


three laps to go, I don’t look back. I _ 


just keep going and let the other rider 
make the move. I go for it all the time. 
If you’re dicing with a couple of riders, 
you've got to consciously think about 
what you're going to do although that 
can get you in trouble sometimes 
because you end up thinking too much 
and not racing. I'll give you an exam- 
ple of how you can make a mistake. At 
Sacramento last year, I let Jay pass me 
on the back straight on the final lap. 
Then I went around him in turns three 
and four, thinking that he had never 
gotten enough drive off the corner to 
beat me to the finish. However, he did. 
The white line I had been watching as 
the start/finish line, wasn’t. Rather 
than worrying about another rider’s 
draft and whether I can stay in it, I try 
to break away and ride the corners as 
hard as I can. 


_ „Syracuse Mile , 


Although we race Syracuse in the fall, 
going to the track in early July should 
make it entirely different. It’s an abra- 
sive track so tire wear could be a prob- 
lem. Syracuse isn’t one of my favorite 
places and I guess that stems from 
tangling handlebars with Gary Scott 
in 1980 at about 130 miles per hour and 
crashing into the outside wall. Things 
like that change your attitude abouta 
track. The track develops into a skinny 
groove and that can get dangerous. 
You don’t want to be racing that close 
on a track where, basically, there’s 
nowhere to go if you do go down at 
speed. 

Hagerstown Half Mile 

I haven't really heard anything about 
the track. It’s a new stop for us. 

Santa Fe Short Track 

I like riding short track. That’s how I 
started in dirt track. Now, people say 
I'm not a short track rider, but that’s 
not correct. If we’ ve got horsepower I'll 
show you I'm a short tracker. We 
didn’t get any National points last year 
in short track and Tex feels we have to 
if we are to have a shot at the title 
again. 

DuQuoin Mile 

There are four definite corners on the 
DuQuoin Mile and there’s a straight- 
away between each one of them. Ona 
lot of tracks there isn’t really a turn one 
and two or a turn three and four 
because you come to the end of the 
straight, turn, and the corners flow 
together to connect the other straight. 
DuQuoin isn’t like that. The track is 
probably the hardest one on the circuit 
to figure out. 

Hawthorne Mile 

It it’s a horsetrack mile then I'm in 
favor of it. We haven’t been there yet, 
but we'll take a good mile anywhere. 
Peoria TT 

I'm going to win Peoria this year. I 
have a special feeling about Peoria 
and, if I had to pick a favorite race, I'd 


. pick Peoria. I like the layout of the 


track, the big jump and everything 
about the place except the heat and 
humidity. The track wasn’t exactly 
good to me last year, but that’s racing. 
The event separates those who only 
think they’re in shape from those who 
really are. It’s a good track to ride a 
Harley on. The front straight coming 
off turn four is a long one, a power 
straight, and it’s really fun to fly the 
Harley off the jump. If you win at 
Peoria you feel like you’ ve really accom- 
plished something, like you’ve made 
your mark. Anytime youcan wina TT 
on a Harley, you've done something. 
Indianapolis Mile 

This is the second time we race Indy 
and we might make a couple of small 
changes to the motor, but if things are 
working good then you don’t change. 
The Indy mile at fair time is the pre- 
mier motorcycle race of the year. For 
some reason there seems to be more elec- 
tricity in the air at racetime than at any 
other event. Everybody is up for it and 
the racing is usually some of the best of 
the season. 

Hamburg Half Mile 

I don’t feel the Hamburg track is that 
good. We can’t really put on a good 
show for the fans, one they pay to see, if 
the track isn’t good. It doesn’t make us 
or the sport look good. The track is 
narrow, the groove is narrower and it’s 
follow-the-leader racing. 

Syracuse Mile 

At this time of year, there is a great 
possibility the track will be very fast. 
It’s cooler, damper and usually overcast. 
I think the track is safer when it’s tack- 
ier. With the right track conditions, 
you can have a very good race. 

San Jose Mile 

I enjoy going back for the fall San Jose 
Mile. The track is basically the same as 
it is for the spring race. The crowd is 
enthusiastic. If we could make one 
suggestion about the track, it would be 
to use more water on it. You can’t rain 
out an event with the water truck. 
Initially, the track is usually pretty 
tacky, but it dries out before the 
National. For some reason, the field in 
the National doesn’t seem to get as 
spread out at San Jose as it does at 
Indy, for example. That’s why we have 
usually five, six or more guys going for 
it in the closing laps followed by 
groups of riders rather than being 
strung out in single-file fashion. Draft- 
ing plays a big part in where you end 
up. Of all the tracks we go to, I would 
say this one has the most race fans at 
the track. They know racing and come 
to see a good race. 

Ascot Half Mile 

This year the season doesn’t end at 
Ascot and I think that’s a good change. 
My own opinion is that the season 
should end witha mile. Ascot will still 
probably play a big part in the out- 
come of the title race and could still be 
the championship decider. Pressure, if 
you're in the chase for points, is about 
the only difference between this and 
the spring race. 

Springfield Mile 

“T’'d like to say something about this 
race,” said Peel. “The organizers of our 
Nationals very seldom get much credit, 
but the people at Springfield, the Indi- 
ana Motorcycle Dealers Association 
and everyone else involved are really 
motorcycle people and go out of their 
way to make us all feel welcome.” 
Pontiac TT 

Having a TT end the season doesn’t 
bother me one bit. The only thing is 
you might not see as good racing as 
you would on a mile or a good half 
mile. I feel the final race of the season 
should be on television and a TT 
could provide a good race or one 
which wouldn't be able to convey the 
action. I’m told the dimensions of the 
infield at the Silverdome are somewhat 
different from Houston so the track 
may be more rectangular in shape than 
a basically oval shaped track like 
Houston. amet e 
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Bermbuster MXL Goggles 


Going fast in the dirt takes a 
bunch of skill, but all the skill 
in the world won’t carry you to 
the checkered flag if you can’t 
see where you’re going. MXL has 
done their best and produced the 
Bermbuster goggles, which incorpo- 
rate sturdy construction and the T- 
900 fog-free lens intoa working unit. 

The Bermbusters look like they 
wouldn’t offer the same wide field of 
peripheral vision offered by other 
brands of goggles, but once you slip 
the MXL’s on it’s a different story. 
The goggles are comfortable due to 
the twin layer foam around the edge, 
and with the correct bend fit well. 
The wide elastic band helps keep the 
goggles in the right position. 

The T-900 lens is actually two 
lenses which have been bonded 
together with a layer of air between, 
the same principle behind thermo- 
pane glass. Our tester couldn’t tell us 
if the lenses were really fog-free, as 
it’s the wrong time of the year in our 
part of the country for fogging prob- 
lems when riding. Our tester did 
enjoy the MXL’s feel on his face. He 
couldn’t wear some of the brands of 
goggles because they slid down on 
his nose and cut off his air supply. 
The MXL’s provided the vision he 
needed without moving out of place. 

The MXL Bermbuster goggles come 
in five different colors and retail for 
$16.95—a competitive price in the 
current goggles market.

Webb sleds to 
Goldrush Enduro win

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, FEB. 26 
All the competitors entered in 
the Prospectors Gold rush D-37 
Enduro were greeted by a white 
fleece covering the entire desert, 
snow by gosh and a lot of it. In 1979, 
the Goldrush was also a Snowrush, 
as some of the check crews didn’t even 
make it to their set locations before 
the riders started coming through. 
This year there was more snow, 
enough so that the entire second loop 
had to be rerouted away from prob- 
lem areas that would surely engulf 
the riders. 

Since the run was not only a Dis- 
trict run, but also a Golden State 
Enduro Championship event, riders 
had traveled from all over California 
to compete. 

Tom Webb, riding a Dirt Bike 
Magazine-sponsored Honda CR480, 
plowed toa six-point day, besting the 
field. Nor Cal’s Eddie Diaz was right 
in the hunt with a seven on his IT 490 
Yamaha. Third went to his neighbor 
Rob Sutliff, who dropped eight. Big 
Rob too was piloting a Yamaha, but 
a YZ version. Brad Zimmerman was 
next, first 250cc on his white Husky 
250. Dave Bertram rounded out the 
top five with a score of 10. 

Snow played an important role 
during the entire first loop. Any- 
where between four to 10 inches of 
snow covered the ground, making 


things slippery, then muddy, with 
some sections turning into bog-like 
quagmires that sucked riders off their 
bikes in a flash. At the outset the 
enduro was more like a race. For 26 
miles, it was flat out. No resting, just 
on the throttle beserking. After three 
checks the club put in an unofficial 
reset of one hour. This put everyone 
backon time; in fact most of the riders 
sat around freezing as it started to 
rain and get ugly. 

After the reset the event got even 
tougher. Several hills that would nor- 
mally pose no problem turned into 
survival hills. Riders were stuck all 
over them, looking for another pos- 
sible route. Many did, around the 
hill. What they didn’t know was that 
there was check just over the top and 
the majority of them missed it. Tough 
luck. On into the finish of the loop all 
riders lost some points and were 
thankful for the up-and-coming 
break. 

The second loop featured almost no 
snow, as it had been re-routed to get 
away from it. Perfect traction and a 
constant rain greeted riders for the 
remainder of the race. One section, a 
20 mph speed average to be exact, 
fooled riders, getting them hot because 
it was followed by a six and a seven 
mph average. 

There was one “special test” sec- 
tion on the second loop. Webb drop- 
ped just one point here, being just 
seven seconds into the next minute 
for the test. This proved to be the 
telltale test, giving Webb the neces- 
sary score to give him the overall. All 
of the NorCal riders did well enough

Gamblers’ MRAN HS

SLOAN DRY LAKE, NV, FEB. 6 
Maico West’s/Vegas Cycle’s 
Anthony Pasqualotto has abso- 
lutely dominated Southern Ne- 
vada desert racing this year by 
taking four Open Expert wins in the 
first four events of the year. The latest 
one was a first overall in the Gamblers 
M.C. hare scrambles. Pasqualotto 
devastated the field, finishing several 
minutes ahead of everyone but team- 
mate Kevin Welch, who pushed his 
Answer Products/Maico West/Vegas 
Cycle machine to the top 250cc spot, 
second overall. 

At the start it was Over 38 Expert 
Casey Folks who showed everyone 
who had the fastest motorcycle in the 
field as he led the pack across the dry 
lake bed enroute to the smokebomb. 
Then, according to Casey, ““The whole 
place filled up with KT Ms,” as Chuck 
Rush, Eric Elizondo, and Pete Shee- 
han roared by. Shortly after, the KTMs 
were replaced by the big bore Maico 
of Nevada's number one, Pasqualotto. 
Tony never looked back and was 
never challenged for the entire race. 
Welch, in his methodical way, didn’t 
move into the top 250cc spot until 
nearly the last part of lap one. By the 
end of the first lap, the riders had 
more than’ desert and other motor- 
cycles to contend with as a blinding 
dust and sandstorm turned the desert 
into a scene from Grapes of Wrath. 
Several riders got lost from the zero- 
zero visibility, and one reported that 
he was actually blown over in a gust 
of wind. 

Finishing third overall, second 
250cc was Chuck Rush, aboard his 
KTM, and hot off a fourth place 
250cc showing at the Parker 400 a 
week before. Fourth overall, third 
250cc, was Sportsman Cycle’s Daryl

Tedder takes the

Ona shortened track in a short- 
ened race, against a short list of 
competitors, Matt Tedder made 
short work of winning the cash 
in the Open Pro class at Carlsbad’s 
“mudbath-by-the-sea’’ racetrack to- 
day.

Larry Hooper (O’Neal/Yam- 
Hon of Roseburg/Hon Sup) 
keeps on racking up the wins 
at the Clarks Branch Winter 


Series of Motocross. Hooper went for 
a perfect four out of four demolition 
in the Open and 250cc Pro classes 
while Rick Bozarth (KTM) went 1-1 
in the 125cc Pro class on one of the 
most beautiful racing days yet in the 
season. 

In 125cc Proaction, Bozarth blasted 
the pack from turn one on.

Musical bikes at Daytona: Eddie 
Lawson switches from Kawa- 
saki to Yamaha...Wes Cooley 
switches from Suzuki to Kawa- 
saki...Jimmy Filice switches from fac- 
tory to privateer...Dale Singleton 
switches from bikes to cars...Defend- 
ing Daytona 200 winner Graeme 
Crosby is willing to switch to any- 
thing but doesn’t have a ride yet. 

Gone but not forgotten: Of the 
winners of the 200 over the past 10 
years, only one’ is an official starter 
for the March 13th run: Kenny Roberts 
(1978). Gene Romero (1975) will be 
there watching as will Giacomo Agos- 
tini (1974) and Dale Singleton (1979 
& ’81). Crosby (1982) has no ride. 

Johnny Ceccato (1976) and Steve 
Baker (1977) have both retired from 
racing and will not be on hand. 
Frenchman Patrick Pons (1980) and 
Finland’s Jarno Saarinen (1973) are 
deceased. 

It is interesting to note that this 
year’s running of the 200 miler will 
be a tie-breaker of sorts.

The dirty old men: For the first 
time in many years no woman appears 
on the official entry list in any class. 
Just three or four years ago there were 
close to a dozen trying to find fame 
and fortune on the track in one class 
or another. Gina Bovard was the first, 
and maybe the last, to qualify and 
finish in the 200-miler. 

Iron Man award: To privateer 
Jimmy Filice.

International threats: Of the names 
on the entry list it appears that Eng- 
land’s Ron Haslam is the best. He has 
a lot of press clippings from the ’82 
season in Europe and is entered on a 
self-sponsored (?) Honda.

Formula Two 250cc event where for 
the second year in a row the Novice 
riders run with the Experts. England’s 
Tony Head, who finished fourth in 
the 250cc event last year is again 
entered and also in the 200 miler as 
well. 

Battle of the Twins: The class that 
is getting bigger each year is back 
with nearly unbeatable Jimmy Adamo 
the favorite. But he has company in 
first-time-entry Jay Springsteen. 

Harley-Davidson has posted. over 
$50,000 in point money for the Battle 
of the Twins series so we may see Jay 
more than just on dirt this year. 

Springsteen has tried road racing a 
couple of times in the past. He has 
raced in the 250cc lightweight class at 
Daytona and was on his way to the 
win in the 250cc class at Laconia a 
few years back until he crashed while 
leading the formidable Gary Nixon. 

No reason to mention what brand 
he will be riding, or who his sponsor 
is for this first time entry. He will not 
be a privateer. 

To make this race even more inter- 
esting for both Adamo and Spring- 
steen, there is yet another name on 
the list, Texan Jon Minonno, who 
has been racing more years than 
either Jay or Jimmy have amassed in 
total age. Jon is a die-hard and will 
again enter a Jack Wilson-prepared 
Triumph. (It could be the same ma- 
chine that he first raced back in the 
*50s, only Jack and Jon can answer 
that one.) 

The kid moves up: The high point 
250cc road racer last year was Okla- 
homa’s Sam McDonald. Sam never 
won a final but finished in the top 
five all year. The younger brother of 
former racer Phil McDonald will ride 
in the 250cc race on one of his dad’s 
Yamahas and then switch over and 
ride in the Superbike race for the 
Honda support team. 

By the brand: Yamaha has been the 
big winner for many years in the 200- 
miler but I look for a change this 
time. Yes, Kenny Roberts will be 
back and have a new teammate in the 
underrated Eddie Lawson. Both will 
ride 500cc machines. 

Kenny won back in ’78, lapping 
the field, and has been the rider to 
beat each year since that time from 
the first practice day, through time 


trials and during most of the early © 


laps. But he has yet to finish since the 
win in ’78. Perhaps he is due this 
time. You would be safe to say that he 
is long overdue. 

With the reliable Singleton retired 
and Crosby without machinery, it 
appears that the other guys, for the 
first time in years, have a bonafide 
chance. 

Let’s go now to Honda, which will 
field a three-man team of Freddie 
Spencer, Mike Baldwin and Steve 
Wise on factory bikes in the 200. 
Spencer will ride a 500cc two-stroke, 
while Baldwin and Wise will be on 
the 1000cc water-cooled FWS V-4s 
that tore up the wack — unfortu- 
nately, also their tires — at Daytona 
last year. Spencer and Baldwin had to 
pit two extra times for tires, and 
Spencer was only 11] seconds out of 
first at the end of the race. 

A lot of veteran watchers, me in- 
cluded, felt that Honda would have 
lapped the field at least twice last year 
if they could have avoided the tire 
changes. Honda has had a year to 
solve that problem, even though there 
is no truth to the rumor that they 
were conducting tire-changing con- 
tests in Los Angeles amongst the 
Mark C. Bloome and Parnelli Jones 
tire store employees to select the five 
fastest tire changers! 

They say that Suzuki has pulled 
out of racing but place a sure bet that 
Randy Mamola and his European 
Suzuki RG500 will be there as an 


entry..Things went badly for Randy 


in Europe all last year until the final 
few weeks when he again came up 
winner. He was knocked down on the 
first lap of the first turn at Daytona 
last year and fell off in practice earlier 
in the week at well over 100 mph. 
Mamola is one of the premier road 
racers in the world and we hope he 
gets a chance to prove it this time in 
front of home country fans. 
Kawasaki has a new team, sort of. 
Wayne Rainey, who did not ride in 
the 200 as a rookie last year, teams 
with veteran racer and winner Wes 
Cooley, who climbs aboard a green 
meanie for the first time. Rainey has 
the raw talent and Cooley has more 
than enough experience and talent to 
rank Kawasaki as the ‘“‘darkhorse’’ 
team in the battle of the factories this 


time. i 
The privateers: They have been 


written off before, but guys like Sin- 
gleton, Crosby and Schlachter have 
proven them wrong more than once. 

Will there be a rider going unno- 
ticed all week? A rider who will not 
qualify for the front row, a rider who 
will be content to let the bigger 
names on the factory bombs jump 
out in front while he sets back and is 
content with a fairly good spot, at 
least until the halfway mark. 

Will there be a rider who knows he 
is down on power and top speed that 
can keep his hopes and head up from 
Monday through most of Sunday, 
just waiting and watching until the 
final laps of the race? 

If there is such a rider, then his 
chances are as good as anybody else’s. 
It has been such riders who have won 
most of the Daytona 200s over the 
past 10 years. 

The Superbikers: A most interest- 
ing class once again. Only this time 
Eddie Lawson will not be around to 
kick around, or run out of gas. Look 
for Honda to be the brand to beat 
with at least four to six riders on 
fully- or partially-backed bullets. 

No factory Suzukis this time but 
there should be more than one of this 
brand witha good wrench anda good 
rider who has a chance to shine. 

Kawasaki has never scored at Day- 
tona but this could be the year with 
Rainey and former Daytona Super- 
bike winner Cooley in the fold. 

Names such as Spencer, Wise, Bald- 
win anda supporting cast of at least a 
dozen other proven Superbike racers 
make this Bell Helmets-sponsored 
race another good one. But recent 
outings favor either Spencer or 
Baldwin. 

Seeing without the helmet on: Fans 
get a chance to not only see but hear 
all of the top racers and winners each 
night during the Daytona week at my 
18th annual radio show at the 
Hawaiian Inn on the beach at Day- 
tona. 

As in the past the show starts each 
night of race week at 10:30 p.m. and 
runs until we run out of people to 
talk to. New sponsors this year are the 
fine people from Camel cigarettes 
and the folks from Wrangler, the MX 
series sponsors. 

Many highlights for the show this 
year, but we’ll mention only a couple 
here. One award will bea free room at 
the Hawaiian for the following year 
to some fan. Another will be an auto- 
graphed helmet with the names sup- 
plied by all the top road race and dirt 
track riders. There is more. See you 
there; March 7-13. 

One of the new features we’ll add 
will be a “Panel of Experts” that will 
predict, argue, etc., who is going to 
win each event the following day. 
Again this year, we will only be on 
the radio for a half hour (Station 
WDAT) each night, the rest of each 
program is for the fans who show up 
at the Hawaiian Inn.

How many people out thére are > 
aware that the payoff for a dirt track . 
National event, for riders. who qual- “fo 
ify for the field, but don’t make the ~ 

“final or last-chance race; is $50? De- 


ducting entry fees leaves about $20. It 
takes all 48 riders in the field to make 
up the show and all 48 deserve a 
decent payday. With expenses and 
economics as they are today, how 
many of you would be willing to 
spend thousands of dollars on equip- 
ment and travel and literally risk 
your neck, not to mention trying to 
make a living, all for a possible 
payoff of $20? 

These people are professional ath- 
letes, putting on one of the best 
shows in the country and should be 
rewarded for it. Camel provides a 
generous point fund (thank you) but 
that doesn’t provide necessary week- 
to-week expenses. 

I would like to propose: 

1. A guaranteed purse or certain 

percentage of the gate, whichever 

is greater, for each race. 

2. A minimum payback of $200 

each for the 48-rider field, or $150 

each for a 60-rider short track field. 

Riders. promoters and the AMA 
should get together and discuss fi- 
nances to see what can be worked out. 
As one solution, I suggest $1 be added 
to ticket prices, with it specified on 
the ticket that the extra dollar will go 
directly to the riders. Any surplus, 
after the minimum $200 payback, at 
each meet, could be divided among 
the field, added to the final’s purse, 
deposited and distributed at the end 
of the season, put in a rider’s medical 
fund, or whatever else the riders de- 
cide. Any deficit to be made up by the 
promoter. 

After watching these Pros run on 
the mile at Indy, or anywhere else for 
that matter, what official, promoter, 
or fan could say they didn’t earn at 
least $200? 

Remember, the racers are the show, 
all of them, and they deserve a decent 
wage. 

Let's do something about it now, 
this year! What’s your opinion?

Barnett 
survives 
Atlanta 
Soup-er Bowl

ATLANTA, GA, MAR. 5 


Heavy rains and bottomless ruts stopped 
many a competitor in their tracks, but Suzu- 
ki’s Mark Barnett stormed through the slop 
to take the win in the Miller High Life 


Superbowl of Motocross South, 
leading from the end of the 
first lap. 

Bob “Hurricane” Hannah 
dropped his works Honda in the 
first turn of the 20-lap final, then 
rode through the pack to take second 
at the checkered flag. Yamaha factory 
rider Broc Glover, took third away 


from Yamaha privateer Donnie Canta- 
loupion the final lap when the latter 
tried to avoid a downed rider and 
became stuck in a rut himself. 
Barnett’s pit was a scene of wild 
and vocal celebration as friends from 
his nearby home in Alabama crowded 
around him. “I had to show ’em some- 
thing,” said Barnett. “They were be- 
ginning to doubt me! We madera few

changes in the bike, got it dialed in 
and it worked great.” 

Hannah’s second place, coupled 
with David Bailey’s ninth after being 
tangled ina rut, left the newest Team 
Honda member alone in the points 
lead with 118. Bailey retains second 
at 107 and Barnett improved his third 
place standing, now with a total of 
101. 

Atlanta’s Fulton County Stadium 
was the site of the Stadium Motor- 
sports-promoted event. Rain began 
shortly before racing got underway, 
and continued without letup until 
the track was a quagmire and ruts ran 
deeper than a good philosophy book. 
The announced attendance figure was 
30,200. Ironically, the weather days 
before the race, and the’ morning 
after, was clear, sunny and mild. 


Heats 

Since there had been no rain before- 
hand, the track was relatively dry as 
the first heat got underway. Honda's 
David “Little Professor” Bailey took 
the hole shot and led the following 
eight laps to the checkered. Only 
Kawasaki teamster Jeff Ward could 
keep Bailey in sight; in fact Ward 
pressured Bailey for the lead several 
times. Bailey held him off each time 
and Ward had to settle for second. 

Honda support rider Erik Kehoe 
ran third from the start, but the battle 
enlarged to four riders near the end of 
the race with Kehoe, Cantaloupi, 
Honda rider Dan Conway and 
Yamaha pilot Warren Reid compris- 
ing a blanket pack. The finished in 
that order. 

Honda teammates Hannah and 
Kenny Keylon emerged from the start 
of the second heat in the lead and 
pulling away from Winter-AMA star 
Kar! Jordan (Yam). Hannah led it for

the first four laps, while Glover recov- 
ered from a mediocre start and took 
over third when Jordan dropped his 
bike. 

On the fifth lap Keylon overtook 
Hannah and led the two-time ’83 
winner for two solid laps. When 
Hannah did finally retake the lead, 
Keylon was dropped out of the top 
five. Glover filled second with 
Yamaha rider Mark Murphy third, 
Suzuki Pro Support’s Clint Hardick 
fourth and Aaron Pitts (Yam) fifth 
after getting a good start. 

Barnett jetted to the lead of the 
third heat, bringing Honda’s Steve 
Martin, Suzuki’s Alan King and Scott 
Burnworth, and Honda privateer Dan 
Wallace in tow behind him. Barnett 
stayed up front for the duration of the 
race, Martin had a similar lock on 
second and King had the same pro- 
cess going in third. 

Yamaha's Mike “Too Tall” Bell 


. hada poor start, but was up to fourth 


after three laps and he stayed there. 
Barnett finished with a healthy lead, 
then camé a group of Martin, King - 
and Bell with a good gap over Burn- 
worth and Wallace. 

The downpour continued to worsen 
as Goat Breker put his Honda out in 
front of the final heat. Tommy 
Benolkin was up in front with Breker 
as they entered the first turn, while 
Honda’s Johnny O'Mara stalled at 
the line and was dead last going into 
turn one. 

As the order stabilized somewhat at 
the end of the second lap, Breker led 
Kris Bigelow (Hon), Brian Myers- 
cough (Hon) and Kawasaki's “Rhine- 
stone Cowboy,” Kent Howerton. A 
few laps and some more precipita- 
tion later, Breker was still leading

Canada’s Ross Pederson (Suz) was 
sixth ahead of O’Mara, as Johnny O’ 
spared himself a trip to the quarter- 
finals by placing seventh. 
Quarter-finals 

The track was beginning to rut up 
badly — especially in the built-up 
jumps and mountains — as Yamaha 
support rider Denny Bentley jammed 
into control of the first quarter-final. 
Carlo Coen followed Bentley in the 
early going, but then lost that final 
transfer to the semi when Husky rider 
Andy Stacy took over before the 
midway point. The first two held 
their positions and transfers, while 
Yamahariders Jeff Surwall and Doug 
Jackson were 3-4, but finished for the 
evening. 

Yamaha rider Duane Skofield had 
things his way in the second quarter- 
final, facing no challenges en route 
to his flag-to-flag win. 

The track was really getting sloppy, 
and riders behind him had their share 
of troubles. Mike Shoemaker and 
Tom Carson lost their chance at 
second and third when they tangled. 
Mike Twigg inherited the runner-up 
spot, but he lost it when he took a 
tumble off the big “Miller Moun- 
tain” start/finish line hill. Follow- 
ing Twigg’s bad break, Honda rider 
Dean Cates took over the final transfer 
spot and kept it to the finish. Honda 
rider Tommy: Benolkin took third 
ahead of Twigg. 


Semis 

Eight direct transfers to the final 
were up for grabs as the first eight-lap 
semi got underway. It did so with 
David Bailey outin front and leading 


Jeff Ward and Bob Hannah. The 
Hurricane turned it on through the 
deepening mud however, and had the 
lead on the second lap with Bailey, 
Ward and Denny Bentley following. 

Hannah still had Bailey trying to 
avoid his muddy roost at the halfway 
point, with the order behind them 
consisting of Ward, Donnie Canta- 
loupi, Bentley, Aaron Pitts and Andy 
Stacy. 

The race came to aconclusion with 
the Hurricane pulling a one-handed 
clicker off the finish line jump with 
Bailey right behind. Ward followed 
at a distance for third, and Canta- 
loupi was on his tracks in fourth. 
Bentley, Broc Glover, Pitts and 
Warren Reid took the other transfers. 

While others were considering 
trading gold and jewelry for dry 
clothes and warmth, Barnett was 
having himself a night and, in the 
quaint parlance of some, proving to 
be one bad mudder. He and Johnny 
O’Mara were first out of the gate in 
the second semi. They were followed 
by Alan King, Steve Martin, Ross 
Pederson and Don Wallace. Soon, 
Barnett, O’Mara and King were all 
alone out front, with a big gap to. the 
group of Martin, Goat Breker, Mike 
Bell and Kent Howerton. 

As the race progressed, King took 
second away from O’Mara for good, 
leaving Johnny O’ to battle with 
Martin. 

At the finish Barnett, King and 
O’Mara picked up points for finish- 
ing in the top three, while Martin, 
Breker, Bell, Howerton and Ross 
Pederson picked up a chance for 
points in the final. 


Consolation 
Honda's Phil Larson led the con- 
solation race from start to finish for 





his spot in the main event. Dean 
Cates had second Off the start, but 
Andy Stacy took it away and held it 
for much of the race. In the end, how- 
ever, Brian Myerscough made his 
way up from fourth to second, almost 
unnoticed in the muck. 


Final 

By the time the final rolled around, 
it had been raining for over three 
hours and the downpour continued 
to intensify. The track was nearly 
impassable in spots, and picking the 
right line (or rut) was of paramount 
importance. 

Bailey pulled the holeshot and led 
Barnett and the field on a merry chase 
through the first lap as rider after 
rider had troubles in the mud. Han- 
nah fell in the first turn, and both 
Kent Howerton and Warren Reid 
suffered delays in the first few turns. 

Bailey was approaching a large 
jump near the end of the first lap, 
when, “There were two big ruts on 
both sides of the jump,-and the mid- 
dle one hardly seemed used. I hit it 
and got stuck instantly—I guess that 
was why nobody was using them. I’ve 
never been so frustrated in my life,” 
said Bailey after the race. He lost a lot 
of time and dropped almost a lap. 

From then on, Barnett was not 
bothered. “There were a few bad ruts, 
where you'd have to pick up the bike 
and move it around the turn, but I got 
through,” he said. 

At the end of three laps Barnett 
found himself leading King, Martin, 
Breker, Hannah, Cantaloupi and 
Glover. After that it became difficult 
to plot the progress of the race, because 
the only clean number plate belonged 
to Barnett. 

King held second almost until he 
DNF at the halfway point with 








unknown troubles. Shortly before he 
went out, Hannah’s charge paid off 
as he passed him to take over second. 

Breker was running a fine race of 
his own, in the top three until he 
burned out his clutch and eventually 
slipped to 10th. 

As the finish was approaching, 
Barnett had a solid lead over Han- 
nah. Cantaloupi was third, with 
Glover shadowing him. Then, on the 
last lap, Cantaloupi tried to avoid a 
rider stuck in a rut and got stuck him- 
self to let Glover by. 

Martin took fifth with Ward sixth, 
Bell seventh, Pederson eighth, Bailey 
ninth and Breker 10th. Only 14 bikes 
were still running at the finish. 

“It didn’t matter who was in 
second,” said Barnett. “I knew I had 
45 seconds on them. I got off the line 
pretty good at the start, passed two 
guys in one corner and led all the 
way.” 

Hannah, whose Honda sported a 
front drum brake in the final rather 
than a more vulnerable disc, said, “I 
guess I lost a few points to Barney 
and picked up a few on Bailey. I’d 
rather it be the other way around. Me 
and Bailey running 1-2 for Honda 
—in that order, of course.” e

AMA/Hi-Point National Championship 
Hare Scrambles Series: Round 1 





Brown tops locals at 
Cowpuncher Hare 
Scrambles

HOLLISTER, CA, FEB. 27 


Pat Brown rode his Maico to the overall 
victory in front of a crowd of AMA District 
36 riders at the opening round of the AMA/ 
Hi-Point National Championship Hare 


Scrambles today at Hollister 
Hills State Vehicular Recrea- 
tional Area. Brown sorted 
through the rest of the riders to 
finish lap one with the lead and then 
kept it for all but one lap on his way 
to victory. Northern California MX 
ace Dave Wood also had a good ride, 
chasing Brown’s Open bike with his 
250 Yamaha to take second overall 
and first 250cc Expert. 

Though an AMA-sanctioned 
National race, the Cowpuncher HS 
drew very few riders from the rest of 
the nation. The 2+2 Racing Team 
hosted the event and since they re- 
ceived a number of calls from all over 
the nation, were worried that they 
would have to turn away riders early 
in the day if the expected 400-rider 
limit was reached. As it turned out, 
the news of the severe rain storms in 
California reduced the entry to just 


over 200, as many riders doubted the 
claim that the race would run “rain 
or shine.” 

Race weekend was a case of rain 
and shine as another storm hit north- 
ern California and the race location 
in Hollister. The course suffered some 
damage and the District 36 Officials’ 
trailer was blown off its leveling 
blocks during the night, but the 2+2 
Racing Team had everything patched 
up in the morning in time to start the 
race, only a few minutes late and in 
welcomed sunshine. 

The first race combined the Experts, 
Amateurs, Vets and Old Timers and 
was started in three waves. The start 
made for great spectating as the riders 
straddled their front wheels with their 
hands on the handlebars and waited 
for the sound of the gun. After the 
gun, it was off down the long starting 
straight to a fireroad that would lead 
them through the hills and over sev- 














eral trails that snaked over rocks and 
through trees. As the day wore on, 
ruts and mudholes developed that 
challenged the riders even more, but 
at the end of lap one, it was still the 
rider’s start position that made the 
biggest difference in finishing order. 


Experts 

Brown stormed in first at the end of 
lap one, leading the Open class bikes 
of South City Cycles-sponsored Ken 
Ramsay (KTM), Suzuki-mounted 
Duke Dowell and Phil Douglas (Mai). 
Hi-Point/KTM support rider Jeff 
Henning was next with the first 250cc 
bike and Wood was pushing from 
sixth with the second quarter-liter 
machine. John Haaker was in sev- 
enth with a big KTM four-stroke and 
the rest of the pack was shifting 
around a lot as rider skill began mak- 
ing up for starting position. 

Brown was leading again at the 
end of lap two and now Douglas had 
passed Dowell for second; Ramsay 
had obviously had some trouble as he 
dropped from second and came into 
the finish check in 18th. Next in was 
Wood, followed by the Open bikes of 
Haaker, Conrad Stitser, John Blythe 
from Denver, CO, and Petaluma 
Yamaha's Rob Sutliff. Henning had 
dropped behind the Open bikes and 
was running ninth overall. 

By the end of lap three, bikes were 
breaking and riders tiring as the 
miles took their toll. District 36 
number one Cross Country rider 
Charles Halcomb (Jesse’s Cycles/ 
KTM) had dropped out from second 
oat during lap one due to pain 

rom an earlier hamstring injury and 

overall Amateur leader Tim Alarcon 
had called it quits when his Open 
class Yamaha broke in ‘two at the 
frame downtube. Dale Warmuth and 
Tony Lucchesi were also out, both 
with flat tires. 

Lap three also provided a new 
leader as Douglas brought his Maico 
around first. Brown had slipped back 
to third behind Dowell, and Wood 
and Haaker still followed in fourth 
and fifth, respectively. The competi- 
tion was pretty close and the rest of 
the pack was shifting around as the 
mud on the trails made even the 
slightest bobble worth a couple of 
positions. 

Brown’s Maico was back in the 
lead again at the end of loop four and 
40 miles. Douglas’ Maico was in 
second, but he would quit before the 
end of the next lap with unknown 
problems. Wood had passed Dowell 
for third and Sutliff, who had fin- 
ished lap one in 14th, was now fifth. 
Henning was back up there again as 
reports came in that Haaker had 
dropped 13 places after getting stuck 
in a mudhole. 

Lap five was probably the calmest 
10 miles of the distance. With the 
exception of losing Douglas, the top 
seven positions remained the same. 
The most notable achievement of 
these riders at this point, however, 
was that of Maico West/Petaluma 
Motorcycle Center-sponsored Matt 
Cullins. Cullins was riding a 250cc 
bike and finished the first 10 miles.in 
22nd place; he was now in seventh 
and would end the race fourth over- 
all, second 250cc Expert. 

With the exception of Cullins pass- 
ing Sutliff and Henning for fourth 
overall, the finishing order at 70 miles 
and almost three hours was the same 
for the top five as it had been the fifth 
lap. Henning was running sixth over- 
all on lap seven, but he had lost a 
silencer on the previous lap and the 
bike quit before he could finish — a 
disappointing blow near the end of a 
consistent ride. 

Another remarkable ride, though, 
was that of Ramsay, who had dropped 
from second to 18th and then fin- 
ished sixth overall. Seventh was Cycle 


Gear/Karl’s Motors-sponsored Eddie 
Diaz and Stitser (Jesse’s Cycles/KTM) 
was eighth. Haaker rebounded from 
the mudhole for ninth overall and 
Mark Lucas (Yam) rounded out the 
top 10 as third 250cc Expert. 


Amateurs 

After Alarcon broke his bike in half 
landing off a jump on lap two, Gary 
Fargo took over the Amateur class 
lead with his 175cc Yamaha. From 
here to the finish at 60 miles, Fargo 
fought with Open class Yamaha rid- 
ers Bill Reed and Neal Notaro, and 
Open Honda rider Paul Ryan for’ 
overall class honors. Notaro took 
over the lead on lap three and held it 
almost to the finish as Fargo fell 
behind Ryan and then caught back 
up. On the last lap, Fargo picked up 
steam and rolled in first, with just a 
minute and a half to spare over Reed, 
who had an equal margin over 
Notaro. Kawasaki-mounted Tai Wil- 
son was first 125cc Amateur, fourth 
overall Amateur and Chris Korff 
rounded out the top five with another 
175cc Yamaha. 

The 250cc Amateurs didn’t fare as 
well as the other Amateurs and the 
results as of presstime are a little con- 
fusing. Randy Pearson (Suz) appears 
to be the class winner as he was the 
only 250cc Amateur to put in five 
laps before the checkered flag came 
out, but there was no finish time 
recorded for his sixth lap and the 
results remained unofficial. Ken 
Tomeo (C-A) finished his fifth lap 
after the checkered flag dropped and 
beat Mike Scott (Kaw) by less than a 
minute for the unofficial second place 


` honors. 


Vets and Old Timers 


The Vets and Old Timers started in 
the third wave of the first race with 
the most notable of the racers being 
former ISDE rider Barry Higgins, 
whostarted dead last. Higgins quickly 
made up time though and put his 
Maico into first by the finish, fol- 
lowed by Greg Hubbs (Mai) and 
David Morgen (Yam). Higgins was 
the only east coast resident in 
attendance. 

Despite the head start, Vet Ama- 
teur Steve Corcoran couldn't beat 
Higgins out of the Overall Vet title, 
but he did beat the rest of the Vet 
Experts. Corcoran won his class with 
almost 20 minutes to spare over Frank 
Showers (KTM), who was the only 
other Vet Amateur to put in six laps. 

In Old Timer action, Ronald Dot- 
son was the only Expert to go 60 
miles and took top honors over Bill 
O’Brien (Mai) and John Fraser (Hus). 
Jim Bernard was the only Old Timer 
Amateur to go 50 miles and placed 
his Suzuki first over Bob Sangalli 
(Hus). 

Novice 

The Novice classes ran for two 
hours in a separate race started after 
the first one. Unfortunately, the rain 
hit right after the Novice race and 
there was no time to score the race. @

AMA National Championship 
Enduro Series: Round 2 


Sandlapper win 
to Melton

Team Husqvarna’s Mike Melton collected his 
second National Championship Enduro over- 
all victory in as many weekends by putting in 
a superb ride in the Columbia Enduro Riders 


hosted Sandlapper 100. Melton, 
fresh from his win in the open- 
ing series round in California, 
began the day strong and never 
let up. Defending National Champion 
and Husqvarna teammate, Terry Cun- 
ningham, took second overall despite 
riding with a broken right thumb, and 
topped the Open AA ranks with a 
score of 20—a full six points off Mel- 
ton’s winning 14. 

Cunningham was the top dog in a 
four-way tie at 20 points with Kevin 
Hines, riding under Husqvarna’s sup- 
port program, at third overall and 
second in the Open AA ranks. Fourth

overall finisher, Jeff Fredette, picked 
up the 200cc AA class win aboard his 
Jones/Metzeler/Kawasaki KDX 200. 
He was the only rider in the class. 
Rounding out the top five and the 
fourth rider in the 20 point grouping , 
was Drew Smith astride his privately 
entered KTM. 

Of note, was the Kawasaki mounted 
effort of Clay Stuckey, who picked up 
High Point A class honors and sixth in 
the overall standings. Stuckey, a strong 
Southeastern Enduro & Trail Riders 
Association (SE&TRA) competitor 
dropped 23 points and wedged himself 
cleanly into the final standings with a 
very strong ride. 


The sponsoring Columbia Enduro 
Riders put together what many riders 
called a well planned event. The 110 
trail miles wound through scrub pine, 
swampland and sandy countryside sur- 
rounding the central South Carolina 
starting area. Tight trails were the 
name of the game with bashed hands 
and torn riding jerseys and jackets 
providing mute evidence to numerous 
encounters by even the best riders with 
trees lining the trails. 

Melton, a smile covering his features 
and bloody fingers on each hand attest- 
ing to his style of hard riding, said, “If 
you can’t get around the trees, you've 
got to mow them down!” It was evi- 
dent he had been following that game 
plan when he stopped at the final gas 
stop. With approximately 20 miles to 
the finish and a four point lead in 
hand, Melton could have taken it easy. 
He didn’t. He set the most accurate 
pace in the one remaining tight woods 
section to seal his win and domination 
of the event. 

“Tve ridden in pain before, but 
nothing like this,” said Cunningham 
of his injury. “It seems the farther I go, 
the slower I get.” Cunningham fought 
to keep the swelling down with ice 
compresses after the finish. 

The approximately 400 riders who 
started the event under cloudy skies in 
cold, breezy weather were greeted with 
an easy road run of about eight miles 
before the fun began. Once into the 
woods, a swampy area and the first of 
many tight woods sections took points 
from everyone. 

KTM’s Darryl Kuenzer was one rider 
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relating a hard luck story. “I got stuck 
in a mud bog and nearly buried the 
bike,” said Kuenzer. “Once I got free 
and back on the trail I began having 
chain problems. The chain jumped off 
the sprocket three times before I got it 
fixed for good. The result was 16 
points lost in the section and that shot 
my day, but good.” 

Maico support program rider Robin 
Moore, the Women’s class winner, lost 
51 minutes and over 100 points in that 
section. Approximately 100 of the 
starters didn’t finish. 

Maico’s John Fero, who finished 
second overall in the California round, 
was a 14 point victim of the first tight 
section. Handling problems anda hard 
crash over the handlebars, caused 
apparently by a reworking of the single 
shock unit on his mount, left Fero 
with a look of grim determination 
throughout the day. He was on the 
road headed home soon after he 
finished. 

John Martin, Can-Am’s factory rider, 
was more than a bit disappointed. “I 
had things really going strong in the 
woods sections and Mike (Melton) and 
I rode dead even in a couple. However, 
I blew it at one check when I hit it 
early. The scorers had me down for 
two minutes, but I thought I was only 
one minute early. The five points I got 
for that second early minute cost me 
second overall. That’s the breaks.” 

One rider very happy with his ride 
was Hines. “I’m still learning how to 
keep time,” said Hines after the finish. 
“Fritz (Kadlec) gave me a few tips this 
weekend and they worked. At last 
week’s National, I hit two checks in a 
row very early and that cost me any 
chance of a good finish. This is only 
my second season riding enduros; I'm 
catching on.” : 

The event was co-sanctioned by 
SE&TRA and the ranks were well 
represented with Jimmy Garmon, 12th 
overall, adding to Stuckey’s High Point 
A and sixth overall placing. “I think 
we made a heck of a showing today,” 
said Stuckey. “It was a tough run 
which required a lot of concentration 
in the woods or you could get into big 
trouble.” 

“It always feels good to win, espe- 
cially when it’s a tough event,” said 
Melton before the awards presenta- 
tion. “What really makes it nice is that 
my mom and dad plus my girl friend, 
Robin, were here. That makes it dou- 
ble nice.” e

Wes Cooley 
previews

Daytona is unique. It’s the first road race of 
the year and most of the factory teams and 
the privateers alike start off with something 
new, whether it’s an entire new works bike 


or a new engine combination 
for a privateer’s TZ750. Day- 
tona is a long race, and the 
track is probably the hardest 
on engines because you're at high 
rpm fora long time going around the 
banking. Especially for the four- 
strokes; when you slow down 
from such a high speed for turn one 
or for the chicane, it’s real hard on the 
motor. They have a tendency to drop 
valves and bend crankshafts right 
when you roll off the throttle. 

Daytona is unique because it’s a 
very publicized event, probably the 
biggest motorcycle racing event in 
the world. It has 80 starters, and a lot 
of times there is a large qualifying 
time spread between the front row 
qualifiers and the last row qualifiers, 
so the faster riders see a lot of the 
slower riders a lot of laps, and that 
can cause problems. 

You can’t really tell in advance 
what the race is going to be like or 
what’s going to happen. Each year 
it’s different, which is one thing that 
makes motorcycle racing interesting 
to me. Every. track you go to is differ- 
ent every year, especially Daytona. 
Very few things are ever exactly the 
same as you've experienced before. 

But it’s still possible to talk about 


the problems riders. face at Daytona, 
and the challenges the race presents. 


I think you have to have more stra- 
tegy at Daytona than at any other 
race. It seems like the people who 
start off at a real quick pace at the 
beginning of the race have troubles 
halfway through the race, just like 
the Hondas did last year. Freddie 
Spencer and Michael Baldwin had 
tire problems. I think you have to set 
a good pace, like Graeme Crosby did 
last year, and like Patrick Pons did 
the year he won. Your pace doesn’t 
have to be 2:03s or 2:04s like Kenny 
Roberts and Freddie and Michael 
were doing last year, but somewhere 
around 2:06s, which is really respec- 
table. I think Dale Singleton is a very 
good example of a rider using a good 
Daytona strategy. He’s a very consist- 
ent rider, and what wins the 200 mile 
event is consistency. There have been 
very few cases when the fastest person 
won, and the last example was when 
Kenny won in 1978, he just went out 
and blitzed everybody, ran away from 
everybody. 

My idea of the perfect Daytona 
approach would be to go outandrun 
a consistent race. I’m not concerned 
with leading the first 15 laps. It’s the 
last lap that counts and that’s what to 











shoot for. It is important that the 
front runners don’t get completely 
out of your sight, if it’s possible to 
keep them in sight. The best thing to 
do is to hook up with somebody who 
is riding at a good pace and use the 
draft to conserve your engine. Start- 
ing like a rabbit might mean abusing 
the motor to stay up front, and that 
catches up with you in the end, usu- 
ally. If you can conserve the engine, 
not over-rev it, then you’ll be better 
off in the end. Set a pace, use your 
redline, don’t overwork the engine 
and be as consistent as possible. 

Then there are the tires. Tires are 
always a big problem at Daytona, 
especially toward your final laps if 
you haven't made a tire change. Think 
about the big effect tires have had on 
Daytona 200s in the past. The year 
Johnny Cecotto won, he finished on 
rear tire cords after Kenny’s rear tire 
blew out in the chicane. The last time 
Dale won, his front tire was missing 
huge chunks of rubber, and he said 
his bike was pushing the front end 
going into turn one. Barry Sheene 
went end over end on the front 
straightaway at over 170 mph the last 
time he went to Daytona, because his 
rear tire lost its tread. Last year tire 
problems forced Freddie and Michael 
to make two tire changes each. Tires 
are a big problem. 

If your tires start to go away, it will 
slow your lap times down and for me, 
it seems to make me concentrate 
harder. It adds something to therace, 
because you have to start thinking 
about your tires again, which might 
not be a bad thing. Maybe by the 
halfway point, the 26th lap, you're

set into a pattern, and you’re not 
fighting to keep those lap times down. 
The lap times seem to be more con- 
sistent and you don't seem to be fight- 
ing as hard. Two-hundred miles is a 
long time, and you don’t want to 
break concentration. So, sometimes, 
if the tires start to go away, it steps up 
your concentration. You start con- 
centrating a bit more on things. You 
have to kind of feel it out. when a 
problem presents itself. Maybe all of 
a sudden the tires go away real bad, 
real fast. Or they might slowly wear 
themselves away. ‘Khat’s easier to 
adjust to than what happened to 
Michael and Freddie last year, when 
all of a sudden the tire was bad. 

You have to be up for the 200- 
miler, you have to keep your train of 
thought going the whole time, con- 
centrate, even if something goes 
wrong, like a bad pit stop. Mentally 
the race is the hardest road race in the 
U.S. During the first quarter or maybe 
the first half of the race you’re really 
psyched up, then maybe you go 
through a lull in the middle there. 
Then, for me, if I’m still running 
toward the end, then you kind of get 
yourself back up and want to finish 
the race out good. 

You're exhausted when you finish. 
Mentally you really get a letdown 
after you’ve worked 200 miles and 
gone through all your braking points 
and all your shifting points and all 
your apexes and concentrated on 
doing it all just the same on all 52 
laps. It’s strenuous physically, too, 
because it’s a long race, but you have 
the straightaways to relax on. The 
hardest part: is: keeping: yourself-on 
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
